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| AVING been frequently requeſted by many reſpectable friends, to publiſh a Collection of Pſalm Tunes, 
H adapted to the different Metres, I could no longer refuſe to comply with their deſire. The Treble iz

There are many books of Inſtructions already publiſhed ; however, they are cf no great uſe to thoſe who are 
: . unacquainted with Muſic, unleſs explained dy a maſter. | | 

Thoſe who are defirous of making any proficiency in this divine art, ſhould put themſelves under the tuition 
of a perſon properly qualified for his buſineſs. I ſhall only give ſuch directions, as, in my opinion, are abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to the judicious diſcharge of this moſt delightfu] part of public worſhip. * | 
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In the firſt place, the perſon choſe to officiate as clerk, ought to have a good voice, a good ear, and ſome 
knowledge of Muſic. I ſay, ſome knowledge, becauſe, however deſirable a thorough acquaintance with Muſic 
may be, it is not often to be met with; and common tunes. may be very well ſung by one who is not a perfect 
maſter. The compaſs of his voice ſhould be an Octave and a Fifth; at leaſl, he ſhould be able, clearly and 
diſtinctly, to ſound an Octave and a Third. A perſon not equal to this, is very unfit for his office. If he can- 
not ſing a tune in its proper key, this part of divine worſhip can never be carried on to any advanta 


e. 
In the next place, the clerk ſhould always have a pitch · pipe with him in the deſk. When the Pſalm is read, 


Jet him immediately name the tune to which he intends to ſing it; then having given out the firſt line, let the 
key note be ſounded aloud. This is very neceſſary, becauſe he cannot be always at a certainty without an in- 
ſtrument. He may ſet a tune a ſemi-tone, or even, a whole tone, either above or below the true key; the com- 
paſs of which will admit of neither, without ſhrieking on the high notes, or growling on the low ones. 
Another advantage to be derived from the pipe is, that the congregation, knowing what tune they are going to- 
ſing, and hearing the key note ſounded, will be ready to begin with the clerk; and not be obliged, as fre- 
quently is the caſe, to wait ſome time before they know either the tune or the key. To prevent trouble, the

By this means the congregation will be prepared to begin with him.—Tt 
will be highly advantageous to thoſe who would wiſh to join decently in this part of public worſhip, without 
being at the trouble of learning the Theory of Muſic, always to have the notes before them when they ſing; 
for by obſerving how the notes riſe or fall, they will attain ſome idea of the tune, and foon learn it. b 
In order to render this Collection as uſeful as poſſible, the muſical directions are given in Engliſh, and not in 
Italian, as is the general practice; for the chief motive to this Publication was to aſſiſt thoſe whe do not under- 

ſtand Muſic, and not thoſe who do. 

Tenderly—Briſk, &c. inſtead of Forte—Piano—Adagio—Largo—Afﬀettuoſo—Allegro, &c: 

This Collection contains twenty-nine Common-Metre tunes, twenty-one Short-Metre, twenty-three Long- 
Metre, and fifteen Particular-Metre, Hymns, Anthems, &c. 
blank ruled leaves, for the uſe of thoſe who may be deſirous of inſerting other tunes not in this Collection. 

It 'is much to be wiſhed that every congregation would appoint an hour or two, ſome evening every week, ta 
practice ſuch tunes as may be thought proper. By that means, the miſtakes of thoſe who ſing out of tune or out 
pf time, will eaſily be corrected ; and by being accuſtomed to ſing together in private, they will naturally adopt 

ach other's manner, ſo as to render this part of worſhip delightful indeed. 

No perſon ſhould begin the firſt note of a ſtrain before the clerk, nor hold the laſt note too long. Let a pauſe 
be made between each ſtrain, long enough for a perſon's deliberately counting, enero. This will add very 
much to the ſolemnity, and give time for the congregation to breathe, It is not uncommon to hear a ſingle 
voice holding the laſt note of a ſtrain, the length of a minim, after the clerk and the congregation are ſilent. 
Whether this is the conſequence of a bad ear, or of a pleaſure he may take in hearing his own voice, he can 
beſt determine; however, it certainly is a very great impropriety. There is only one way to prevent it. Let

LA great exertion of the voice, is, by no means, neceſſary to good ſinging, It is not unuſual to hear a perſon 
in the Tenor, or Counter Tenor, ſinging ſo loud as to overpower all the other parts; the conſequence generally 
is, that when he drops to a lower note which requires expreſſion, his breath and voice are gone, fo that he can 
expreſs nothing. The ſame is frequently obſervable in the Baſs. If the notes on B, C, and D above, are 
ſtrongly ſounded, then the ſucceeding notes, in an Octave below, as often is the caſe, will ſcarcely be heard ; 
becauſe the voice and breath are med. To avoid theſe inconveniencies, let the notes in the upper parts above 
E, that is, the ſpace between the 4th and 5th lines; and in the Baſs all notes above A, or the upper line, be always 


ſoftened, | 
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This Collection conſiſts, chiefly, of tunes in a quick movement, for the following reaſons: becauſe, tunes in 
that movement are generally ſung the beſt. In the next place, as the judicious Dr. Watts hath obſerved, {ice 
the Advertiſement at the beginning of his Verſion of the Pſalms), ſuch a movement will permit us to enjoy the 
pleaſure of ſinging a longer Pſalm, than a ſlow movement will, I beg leave to tranſcribe the paſſage, as it is fo 
applicable to the preſent purpoſe. ** It were to be wiſhed alſo,” ſays the Doctor, that we might not dwell 
<< ſo long upon every note, and produce the ſyllables to ſuch a tireſome extent with a conſtant uniformity of 
tone; which diſgraces the Muſic, and puts the congregation quite out of breath in ſinging five or ſix ſtanzas. 
“ Whereas if the method of ſinging were but reformed to a greater ſpeed of pronunciation, we might often 
enjoy the pleaſure of a longer Pſalm with leſs expence of time and breath; and our Pſalmody would be mare 
© agreeable to that of the ancient churches, more intelligible to others, and more delightful to ourſelves,” 
Laſtly, becauſe, that in tunes of flow movements, the key is frequently changed. This is occaſioned either by 
perſons who have not a good ear for Muſic; or by perſons whoſe ftrong voices, being weakened by dwelling ſo 
long on every note, drop from the key a ſemi-tone, and ſometimes more. The congregation not being able i 
diſtinguiſh the voice of the clerk, will drop aHo; ſo that an unpleaſing diſſonance, will continue throughodt. 

I have only 
farther to add, that if this Publication, contributes to the improvement of Church Muſic, my end will be 
fully anſwered, and my labour well rewarded.
